That means that this 
currency shall be based upon all the taxable 
property of this country, whether taxed or 
not; also upon the right and power of Con- 
gress to deciare war and enlist for the defense 
of the credit of the government every citizen 
subject to military duties, In a werd, every 
dollar’s worth of property and the life of every 
man subject to military duty would stand 
pledged for such a currency. 

This is a much better basis for one issue 
than gold or silver. Lands and citizens can- 
not be secreted when pay-day comes; gold 
and silver can. The Subtreasury plan means 
to declare that the United States Congress can 
legally and is morally bound to furnish the 
amount of currency necessary to successfully. 
carry on the business of the country without 
let or hindrance to any calling or section. 
The Constitution reserves to Congress the ex- 
clusive right to com money and fix its value. 
Congress has gone further, and to protect this 
exclusive privilege has taxed all State, cor- 
porate, or individual issue of certificate or 
bills of promise to pay to be used as a circu- 
lating medium 10 per cent. This plan means 
to declare that as long as the Constitution 
prevents through Congress the corporations 
helping themeelves on this line Congress should 
and shall furnish the currency needed upon 
demand, 

To Protect the Government Credit. 

“The Subtreasury plan means that the gov- 
ernment credit shall not be a source of specu- 
lation between her citizens, thereby placing 
the weak at the mercy of the strong, or, as 
John C. Calhoun stated it, Why should the 
people be charged interest upon the govern- 
ment credit when that credit could be sent to 
them without charge?’ In other words, direct 
to the people is our plan. This plan evades 
premiums, interest, and commissions, and 
gives the people cheap money, which the gov- 


ernment is bound to do or turn the people 


loose and let them supply themselves. This 
plan secures to the largest number of the peo- 
ple the facility for borrowing money or the 
use of money in the exchange of products, not 


for speculation. ?

League Back from Europe. 

New York, July 15.—[ Special.] —Republic- 
an Leaguers were in a happy mood tonight. 
Their chieftain, James S. Clarkson, was with 
them. Hecut a year’s European tour into 
two months and hurried back to lead them 
in the coming battles for political supremacy 
in the State and Nation. Secretary Hum- 
phrey, Organizer Byrnes, and James A. Blan- 
chard of the National League, of which Mr. 
Clarkson is President; James R. O’Beirne, 
and a number of other admirers of the 
voyager met him at the dock. 

At the Everett House tonight Mr. Clarkson 
said: :

Visit a shop 
and the tradesman, if he recognizes you as an 
American, will pour a tale of mingled anger 
and woe into yourears. He will recite how 
factories are closing and people are 
being thrown out of employment in 
the European countries all because 
of that abominable tariff. The worst of it is 
they say that we Americans are getting all the 
trade, and all on account of Bill McKinley. 
I have come back more firmly convinced than 
ever that the McKinley Tariff law is for us 
the very best piece of legislation Congress has 
enacted in many years. A. Loudon Snowden, 
our Minister to Greece, who has just conclud- 
ed a tour of Europe, is as thoroughly con- 
vinced of this as I am.“

The Mississippi Senatorship. 

Jackson, Miss., July 15.—[ Special. The Dem- 
ocratic State convention called to nominate can- 
didates for Railroad Commissioners met here to- 
day. The Senatorial question has entered largely 
into the proceedings thus far. Early in the day 
it was made apparent thst three-quarters of the 
delegates to the convention were favorable to 
Senator George and opposed to Maj. Barksdale 
and the Subtreasury.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 15.—Ex-United States 
Senator Bruce has been here for the last ten days 
trying to work up a sentiment among the colored 
people in favor of Harrison, but left last night 
for Washington a much disgusted man. He found 
a strong anti-Harrison sentiment among his race 
here and was candidly informed by several repre- 
sentative colored men that they would not sup- 
port Harrison for renomination, and if he were 
chosen by the party they would not support him 
at the polls. The colored men say they object to 
Havrison because he has kept the old party 
negroes in office and has shown no favor to the 
younger and more enterprising class. The colored 
men are for Gresham and are organizing in his 
interest.

Ar SAN JOSE, ILL, 


It Was the First Time They Had Had the 
Chance and They Made the Most of It— 
As a Result of Their Action at the Polls 
the Town Will Have a New Schoolhouse 
and a Dispute of Twenty Years’ Dura- 
tion Is at an End, 

| AN JOSE, IIL, July 15. 
—([Special. }—San José 
held a school election 
last Monday, at which 
thirty-one women vot- 
ed. This is the first 


instance in the politic~ 


al history of Illinois 
where the ladies exer- 
cised the right of suf- 
frage. The first wom- 
an to vote was Mrs. 
Henry Magel, a Ger- 
man lady, whose hus- 
band is a naturalized 
citizen. The general proposition was to au- 


thorize the building di a new schoolhouse, 


This proposition was divided into three di- 
visions, the first authorizing the School Board 
to procure title to new school ground, the sec- 
ond to authorize the board to erect a suitable 
building, and the third to empower the board 
to borrow money for that purpose. 

San José has been in the throes of a revelu- 


tion for twenty years on the school question. 


In some shape or another the School Board of 
San José has been before every court of 
known jurisdiction in the State. They have 
fought from the County Court at Havana to 
the Supreme Court at Ottawa, and they have 
always won. They are proud of their con- 
quests. | 
The singular and exceptional situation of 
the picturesque hamlet is the primary cause 
of all the trouble. San José is situated-in the 
corners of three counties, nine-tenths of the 
town being in Mason County and the remain- 
der in Logan County, and the immediate out- 
skirts in Tazewell County. One portion of 
the town is in Mr. Springer’s Congressional 
district and the other portion in Congressman- 
elect Scott’s district. 
County Rivalry Responsible, 


Four townships converge within the school 
district of the town, one of which is in Logan 
County, one in Mason 
County, and two in 
Tazewell County. The 
School Trustees of 
Townships 21, 4 (Lo- 
gan), and those of 21, 5 
(Mason), have workea 
harmoniously in school 
matters. The Trustees 
of Townships 22, 4, 
and 22, 5, in Tazewell | 
County could not agree 
with the other town- 
ships in the matter of 
the location of school- #7 
houses. The Trustees 
being numerically 
equal an appeal was 
finally made to the 
courts to adiust the 
matters indispute. The 
Trustees of Mason 
and Togan Counties EI FIRST VOTE. . 
adroitly had an amendment to the gener 
School law of the State passed by the Legis- 
lature a number of years ago permitting them 
by vote to locate the schools. Tazewell 
County was caught napping.’ They hid the 
force of the amendment until it became oper- 


| 


ative. Tazewell has since exhausted every 


legal means to defeat the effect of the amend- 
ment, and Tazewell has repeatedly lost. The 
good children of Townships 22, 4, and 22, 5, in 
Tazewell County, must come to San José to 
attend school in the proposed new school- 
house or stay at home. 

To provide this new schoolhouse was the 
object of last Monday’s election. It wasa 
great day for San José. The good ladies of 
the town were intensely interested and polit- 
ically active. The election afforded them a 
double opportunity. They could enjoy the 
novelty of casting a real live ballot and at the 
same time emphasize the victory over the re- 
bellious townships of Tazewell County. Be- 
sides, the campaign rumor gained currency 
that many of the male voters were opposed to 
being taxed for a new school building. 

The ladies determined to outvote this ob- 
structive element. They were up early and 
proved themselves efficient politicians, Hach 
house was visited and each female inmate of 
known legal age was marched to the polls. 
Few declined to present themselves. 


It Was Fun for the Ladies.

sound mind when the will is alleged to have 
been executed; that at the execution of the 
will Mrs, Dayton was unduly influenced and 
over-persuaded, and that Mrs. Day- 
ton was separated and concealed 
from her husband for upwards of three 
years in New York and San Francisco and 
elsewhere by Reed and others; that May I. 
Dayton has at all times declared to the con- 
testant, Lyman C. Dayton, and to numerous 
parties for the period of more than twenty- 
five years that she had no children or kin 
whatever, and that her husband was the only 
person who could inherit the property from 
her.

TO SEND MAILS IN AMERICAN VESSELS. 


Proposals Invited from Steamship Compa- 
nies Running to Foreign Ports, 

Wasarneton, D. C., July 15.—The Post- 
master-General today issued the advertise- 
ment of the mail lettmgs under the 
Postal Aid bill passed by the last 
Congress. It invites proposals from 
steamship companies for carrying the 
American mails to foreign countries in ves- 
sels of American buila, of the best construc- 
tion and of the highest speed in 
their respective classes, over routes 
minutely described. The advertisement is 
the product of three months of conference 
at the department. In the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1890, just 60 cents was earned by the 
American ships in carrying United States 
mails to Europe. During the same period 
there was paid to foreign ships the 
sum of $397,668.40 for conveying mails 
from the United States to Europe, The 
Postmaster-General seeks by the advertise- 
ment issued today to change this 
unfavorable showing by putting a first- 
class, rapid, weekly service on two 
trans-Atlantic routes, one to Great Britain 
direct and the other to acontinental port. He 
seeks also by similar means to expedite and 
make more frequent and reliable the mails to 
Central and South American ports and to 
Australia and Asia.

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| PIPE LINE TO WAUKESHA 


SOLUTION OF THE PURE WAT)RQUES- 
TION FOR CHICAGO, 


Plans Prepared by a Syndicate of Garden 
City Capitalists to Tap the Wisconsin 
Springs for the Benefit of This City— 
The City Counell to Be Asked for an 
Ordinance Allowing the Company En- 
trance—One Million Dollars Capital 
Pledged. 

Chicago 's water supply is to be increased 
and improved in a novel and unexpected way 
through private enterprise if the Chicago City 
Council gives its consent. 

Some time ago a number of Chicago capi- 
talists, who at the present time wish their 
names not published, hit upon a plan for 
piping water from the springs at Waukesha 
direct to Chicago. They calculated the cost 
and the probable profit, and came to the con- 
clusion that the project is feasible and that 
there is money in it. There is abundance of 
water in the Wisconsin springs to supply Chi- 
cago with all that it may need. Pumping ma- 
chinery will not be required, as the springs at 
Waukesha are several feet above the Chicago 
level. The consent ot various municipalities 
between Chicago and Waukesha will, of course, 
have to be obtained. But this consent can be 
had, itis believed, on the condition that the 
people of the municipalities in question may 
be furnished with the Waukesha water at rea- 
sonable rates. 

The company will also have to appeal to the 
Chicago City Council, and it is understood an 
ordinance for piping the water into and 
through the city will be introduced in the 
Council this evening or next Monday evening. 
The Council has passed an ordinance for va- 
cation adjournment Monday. If objection is 
made to the consideration of the ordinance, 
therefore, it cannot be passed next Monday 
evening. It is believed, however, that as this 
and other important subjects, including 
ordinances for the elevation of the steam rail- 
road tracks, ought to be considered as soon as 
possible, the adjournment ordinance may be 
repealed and one substituted providing for 
adjournment about the first Monday of 
August, the same date as last year. 

Entrance Into Chicago. 

It is understood that the new company does 
not intend to ask for permission to pipe the 
water through the business section of the city. 
The line will probably follow the route of the 
Northwestern company until the city limits 
are reached. Then it is proposed to run the 
pipes through the Twenty-seventh, Twenty- 
eighth, Twenty-ninth, and Thirtieth Wards, 
and southeasterly through the Thirty-second 
Ward to the Fair grounds. Permission will 
not be askedto tearup any paved streeta, 
either at the crossings or otherwise. 

The parties urging the project are reticent 
about it. They say that itis courtesy to the 
Council not to give the details of the scheme 
until the ordinance is submitted to the Coun- 
eil. 

One of the Aldermen spoken to on the sub- 
ject said: I like the general idea. If the 
experiment proves successful it may show us 
the way to supply the city with good water 
without having to tunnel under the lake for it. 
Why cannot we get our supply from the Wis- 
consin lakes on the northern line of our own 
State? Perhaps, if we can, we may have no 
occasion to spend $30,000,000 on the proposed 
canal to Joliet or to Peoria.“ ’ 

It is understood thatthe company which is 

to undertake the enterprise has already ap- 

plied for icles of. incorporation in, this 

State under title of the Chicago and Wau- 

kesha Water-Works, and that it has acquired 

the right by purchase from the present owners 

to pipe the water to Chicago, a 
distance of ninety-seven miles. The sum paid 
to the Wisconsin owners is said to have been 
over $600,000, and Mr. F. W. Parsons, repre- 
senting a syndicate of Massachusetts capital- 
ists, was the purchaser. The cost of piping to 

Chicago, or rather to the vicinity of Jackson 

Park, where the local station will be, is esti- 

mated at $400,000, The capital stock of fhe 

company will be $1,000,000, all paid up.

In regard to the scheme, J. R. Smith, local 
manager of the Bethesda Mineral Spring com- 
pany, made the following statement yester- 
day: “Ido not believe there is any truth in 
the report of an attempt to lay a pipeline from 
Waukesha to Chicago. We have found the 
only way to deliver pure water to our cus- 


‘tomers was in glass packages. Even wood 


will contaminate the water, and, if that is so, 
what effect would iron pipes have on it? The 
report says that a Massachusetts man has 
paid a company $600,000 for the privilege of 
using their water. Why, you can buy any 
spring at Waukesha for $250,000, and 
with the exception of two you 
could get any spring for $5000. 
Moreover, it only costs 15 cents per barrel of 
thirty-two gallons for freight between Chiica- 
go and the springs, and it would certainly cost 
a great deal more to construct and maintain 
a pipe line. I should certainly say from my 
knowledge of the business that the report is 
simply a canard.” 

Notwithstanding the foregoing statement 
there is no doubt that the pipmg project is 
meant in real earnest. Two well-known capi- 
talists of this city assufed a Trisunz reporter 
yesterday that this was the case, but they 
asked that their names be not published at 
the present time. 


GRASSHOPPERS 


Green Things Vanish from the Earth and 
Even the Cattle Flee. 

Brusu, Colo., July 15.— The whole country 
south of here is completely infested with young 
grasshoppers of the locust species, the same 
that laid waste Kansas and Nebraska years 
ago. They seem to be increasing daily and 
are now so numerous as to drive sheep and 
cattle before them, being an inch deep in 
some places. Alfalfa, turnips, grains, and 
gardens are being completely ruined. ae 

Should a strong northeast wind arise within 
thirty-six hours sufficient to change their 
course it would turn them into a less fertile 
and less densely populated section, which 
would be a great relief and answerthe fervent 
prayers of the settlers. The advanced ones 
have reached Beaver Creek and millions are 
floating on its surface.

CARS RUN AWAY ON A GRADE. 


At the First Curve They Jump the Track

Cororapo Crrr, Colo., July 15.—A terrible 
freight wreck occurred on the Colorado Mid- 
land at Ute Pass about 1 o’clock this morning, 
which resulted in the death of the engineer 
and fireman of the train and the destruction 
of eleven cars loaded with ore and bullion.

The result of the 
inquiries so far is two dismissals, one resigna- 
tion, and five suspensions, A number of 
other clerks are to appear before the Public 
Accounts committee during the week. The

ney is Minister of the Interior, in whose de- 
partment all these irregular payments to office 
clerks have occurred.

Gen. San- 
born of St. Paul is at the agency to secure the 
10 per cent due him on contracts with the 
Indians for services as attorney, but the In- 
dians have become greatly excited over pay- 
ing him anything, and trouble is feared in 
quieting them. 

Manpayn, N. D., July 15.—Maj. Powell of 
Fort Lincoln has received a dispatch from 
Gen. Miles ordering him to proceed at once to 
investigate the trouble at the White Earth 
Reservation and report if it is necessary to 
place troops there to quiet the Indians. 

Arxansas City, Kas., July 15.—Capt. Hall, 
U. S. A., who, with a company of militia, has 
been driving intruding cattlemen and their 
herds from the Cherokee strip, arrived here 
today and reports that all the cattle east of 
the Rock Island railway have been dri¥en out, 
but that the country west of the railway is still 
covered with herds. The Captain will begin 
the ejectment of the latter tomorrow. Boom- 
ers who are here awaiting the opening of the 
strip to séttlement have organized to burn all 
the cattle ranges within ten days unless the 
cattle are all removed before that time. They 
say the grass is now dry enough to make a 
splendid prairie fire, and they will start such 
fires if the cattlemen dare to return to the 
strip after their ejectment.

) MAY BAR TRADE JOURNALS FROM CANADA 


American Publications Threatened py a 
Dominion Postal Decision. 

Bosrow, Mass., July 15.—[ Special. — The 
Canadian Government seems to have entered 
upon a movement the result of which shall be 
the exclusion of American papers from that 
country. The New England Grocer, a trade 
journal here, has been selected as the first 
victim of this new policy. Ordinarily, hereto- 
fore, mail matter for Canada and Mexico has 
been handled the same as American mail mat- 
ter, both countries being treated the same as 
the United States in all postal affairs. The 
only mail matter which has been considered 
illegal for sending to Canada has been the 
illustrated police journals and other publica- 
tions that violate the Canadian postal laws. 
Advertising circulars, according to the word- 
ing of one of their postal laws, are subject to 
a duty of one cent when transmitted in large 
quantities. 

Taking advantage of this clause in the laws 
the Canadian Government has recently put a 
duty of one cent acopy on certain publica- 
tions which have hitherto been considered un- 
dutiable, including in that class all American 
trade papers sent to subscribers in Canada. 
Postmaster Hart here says that this construc- 
tion of the law will permit the exclusion of all 
American newspapers frum Canada, and he 
has appealed to the State Department at 
Washington to interfere in the matter.

POLICEMEN CHASING WILD STEERS. 


Exciting Scenes in the Vicinity of the Stock- 
Yards—Finally “ Rounded Up.” 
Rounding up a stampede of Texas steers 
with a “ hoodlum ” wagon is a sight worth go- 
ing miles to see. And those people who live 
in the vicinity of the Stock-Yards and who were 
at home yesterday afternoon saw the sight, 
and that, too, without going out of their way. 
Fifteen steers recently imported from the 
neighborhood of No Man’s Land, where a 
fence is an almost unknown quantity and 
where the festive Jack rabbit plays at hide- 
and-seek with the endurmg prairie dog, be- 
came tired of the confinement incident 
to stock-yard life and broke through 
the gates. There followed a scene of 
confusion that equaled, on a smaller scale, the 
stampede of a big herd of cattle in a thunder- 
storm.

THE OHIO DEMOCRATS AND THE TARIFF. 
The Democrats of Ohio met in State con- 

vention at Cleveland yesterday and adopted a 

platform whose tariff plank is as follows:

We. favor a graded income tax. 

There is littie difference between this and 
last year’s plank, except the demand this year 
for a graded income tax. On their platform 
of last fall the Democrats got fourteen out of 
the twenty-one Congressmen. That was the 
result, however, of a shameless gerrymander. 
As the Republican candidate for Secretary of 
State got 10,000 more votes than his Demo- 
cratie..competitor, so. the. Democrats failed 
to carry the State on their tariff plank by 10,- 
000 votes. Yet, in spite of their defeat, they 
propose to stand by the policy they laid down 
in 1890. 

That policy is clearly stated in their resolu- 
tion. Tariff duties are tobe levied for the 
sole purpose of producing rerenue. Any duty 
which protects much or little at the same time 
thatit produces. revenue must be discarded 
and repealed as being what the Democrats call 
class legislation. Consequently no duty 
will be levied on any article. produced in this 
country, for, though the duty may be only 5, 
10, or 20 per cent, yet it will give that. much 
protection to the American manufacturer: 
As the Ohio Democrats claim to be against 
any protection on principle they will insist in 
and out of Congress that it is wrong to pro- 
tect the American woolen manufacturer, or 
ironmaker, or glassblower in the slightest de- 


non-competitive products; that is, on articles 
which are not made in this country at all, or 
only in small quantities as compared with the 
consumption, 

They will put heavy duties on tea, coffee, 
cocea, dyestuffs, tropical fruits, india-rubber, 
and foreign woods, for nobody can be pro- 
tected by those duties, and they will be for 


duty on sugar, because it is so good a source 
of revenue and because it seems impracticable 
for the United States to produce more than a 
tithe of the cane sugar it consumes. Foreign 
spirits and tobaeco will be made dutiable, of 
course, as injurious luxuries, and so will all 
those articles of luxury which cannot be made 
m this country at a profit. As for the com- 
peting goods of Europe, they will be let in 
free, regardless of consequences to American 
manufactures. The shortage in the revenues 
of the government will be made good by levy- 
ing a great income tax and plundering: the 
wage fund. 

The declaration in favor of a graded income 
tax is an answer to the question which was put 
to the Ohio Demovrats-last year: How are 
you: going to provide the government with 
revenue if you throw away the tariff duties on 
competing articles? At that time there was 
no official authoritative answer to make, It 
has been made now. The Democrats look 
forward to a great reduction of custom- 
house revenues, and they announce. their in- 
tention of making good the enormous deficit 
by. taxing the wageworkers and their employ- 
ers. Withoutthis big income tax clause the Ohio 
Democratic tariff plank of 1891 would have 
been weaker than that of 1890. Now it covers 
the whole ground and leaves no doubt as to 
where the Ohio Democrats stand, and how 
they propese to raise revenue when all pro- 
tection is abolished and all duties on competi- 
tive imports are thrown away. 

The Democratic platform of last year said 
nothing on the subject of. reciprocity. That 
was not surprising, for Mr. Blaine had not 80 
fully developed his great plans then before 
the public and it was not certain what action 
Congress would take on the subject. A year 
has passed by, however. Mr. Blaineis policy 
is now well understood. It is bearing: rich 
fruit. It is strengthening agriculture, ad- 
vaneing manufactures; and reviving: com- 
merce. Yet the Democrats have not a word 
ta say now in their platform on a subject 
which has provoked such general interest and 
discussion. They dare not attack it: by name, 
for it is popular in their own party; and they 
cannot indorse it, for it is the exact opposite 
of their own position on the tariff and foreign 
commerce. So they. play the part of the 
ostrich and ignore it, but that attitude will 
not hide them from public view. 

The fact that the Ohio Democrats stand by 
their tariff for revenue only and pronounce 
openly for the English plan of raising the in- 
come of the government is not without great 
significance. It means probably that the four- 
teen Ohio.Demoerats in the next House will

The Democrats failed to carry the State last 


year on this plank by 10,000 votes, even 
though there were great soreness and dissatis- 
faction among the Republicans in many parts 
of the State growing out of the passage of the 
McKinley bill, and though the full destructive 
significance of this “tariff for revenue only“ 


| policy was not well understood by the voters its 


meaning has become plain to the people by 
this time and will be more perspicuous by 
election day, and it remains to be seen 
waether the voters of Ohio, farmers and city 
workmen, will vote with their eyes open fora 
policy which would be disastrous in its con- 
sequences, especially for the whole wage- 


working mass ‘of men. 


WILLFUL MISTAKES OF WEAVER. 

Gen. Weaver of Iowa went a long way from 
home to talk last Tuesday to the people of 
Georgia. In his speech at Americus in that 
State he denounced the destruction of the cur- 
rvacy made by Secretary McCulloch as “the 
greatest sin and curse of the age, and quoted 
as authoritative the statement: Twenty- 
five million people and two billion (of money) 
among them at the close of the war. It was 
burnt up and interest-bearing bonds issued 
instead. Credit was substituted for money, 
and in 1873 the panic came.“ 

The man is equally wild in his statistics as 


in his arguments. At the close of August, | 
1865, the total debt less cash in the Treasury 
was $2,756,481,571, that being the maximum 
point reported. The interest-bearing portion 


of the debt was $2,381,530,294. The paper cir- 

culation was then 3877, 204. 000, one-quarter of 
which was national bank notes. In addition 

to that a total of $970,000,000 of 7.30 interest- 
bearing notes had been issued as a sort of | 
cross: between notes and bonds, but owing to 
the heavy interest they bore they were pra- 
tically kept out of circulation. While some of! 
them passed from hand to hand in payment 
for property purchased they were never cur- 
rency, and as for the other bonds they were for 

too large amounts to be used in the course 

of ordinary business, So that deducting what 

was held in the Treasury we had just about 

$525,000,000 in actaal circulation. And this 

was among 35,000,000 people instead of the 

much smaller number talked about by Weaver, 

the census total for 1860 being nearly 31,500,- 

000. The average was not far from $13 per 

capita. It was less than $9 per head on a gold 

basis, the premium on gold for 1865 averaging 
a little over 50, 

The latest annual report by the Seoretary of 
the Treasury shows that in October, 1870, the 
total votume of circulation was $770,312,000 
or $19.978 per capita, while last October 
it was FJ, 498,072,709, or 23.969 per 
capita, The latter total ineluded 8887, 
000,000 in “red gold,” $341,000,000 in 
greenbacks, and $177,000,000 in national 
bank notes, with $467,000,000 in gold and 
silver certificates. Furthermore, if we allow 
for the fact that there was a 15 per cent 
premium on gold, in 1870 the per capita cir- 
culation then was only $17.50 on a gold basis, 
and the per capita last, October was 37 per 
cent greater than twenty years previously, It 
will be observed that this comparison is inde+ 
pendent of the vexed questions which might 
be introduced in regard to the year when the 
war closed, and it shows emphatically that in 
stead of the boy growing faster than his 
pantaloons, as absurdly claimed by Gen, 
Weaver, the clothes have actually been en- 
larged much more rapidly than required te 
meet the changes in stature and girth. 

The incoherent talk, the fallacy of which is 
completely exposed by these official figures, 
is fresh and new down South, and possibly the 
Georgia auditors of Gen. Weaver will take to 
it as kindly as if it were mother’s milk,“ or 
something stronger. But it is long since 


played out in Iowa. The people of that State 
have been fooled by him once too often. His 


protean changes from one party to another, 
in search of a pull with the people he did 
not possess before, have shown them that his 
position cannot be depended upon to be held 
a few weeks hence, and that his utterances are 
equally untrustworthy as his opinions. The 
voters of Iowa have learned to discredit him 
in toto, and se will those of Georgia after 
awhile, when they have found him out. It is 
perhaps well that. he should be allowed. to 
talk, as to any sensible man the utter absur- 
dity of his allegations is so apparent as not to 
need refutation. All that is wanted to set him 
in his true light before the people is a few mo- 
ments quiet thought on the subject after ars a 
have returned home. 


NATURAL GAS IS ODORLESS AND DAN- 
GEROUS. 

The passage of the Economic Puel Gas or- 
dinance by the Common Council of this city 
renders it theoretically probable that within 
one or two years some houses and shops in 
Chicago will be using the natural gas product 
of the Indiana fields. The price named in the 
ordinance, fifty cents net, is one-half too high 
to commend the article to the great majority 
of fuel users, as it is about equivalent to ten 
dollars per ton for anthracite coal. But the 
freedom from ashes, smoke, and other annoy- 
ances incident to coal burning will undaubt- 
edly form a reason for the introduction of 
natural gas in households of the wealthier cit- 
izens in spite of the dangers that attend it, 
dangers that may be compared to that of the 
pestilence that stalketh abroad at midday, its 
presence unsuspected till the evil is done, 

The one great mischief with natural gas is 
its absolute freedom from odor. It is a rank 
poison, being almost identical with the marsh 
gas about which so much has been written as 
fatal to human health and life in marshy dis- 
trict. In this respect it is not much worse 
than the ordinary gas, but the latter has the 
great advantage of making its presence known 
with a disagreeable pungency to the sense of 
smell, and the manufacturers of water gas for 
public distribution put it through an odoriz- 
ing process which renders it highly disagreaa- 
ble when that gas is allowed to escape into 
the atmosphere unburned: But the natural. 
gas carries with if no such warning of its 
presence. It may be mixed with the 
air in such large quantity as to pei 
son. those who breathe jt or burst 
into a disastrous conflagra tion that destroys 
both life and property without any premoni- 
tion of the fact. It can accumulate in base- 
ments, cellars, or even in rooms higher up in 
the building; and rest there for hours in death- 
dealing qvantity, while no one suspects its 
presence. It dissipates slowly in the absence 
of an air current (wind) to carry it away, 
although its specific gravity is but about half 
that of common air. It rests calmly in con- 
fined situations. and. there awaits its victims. 
The number of accidents attending its use in 
the natural gas regions during the first year or 
two after its initial distribution to consumers 
there was fearfully large, and it is only vy the 
exercise of the caution which follows dearly 
bought experience that those accidents are 
now less frequent and less fatal, 

The tendency to leakage from pipes bna 
mains increases with the pressure, but in ever 
greater ratio. The pressure in the pipes whic 
now.serve gas to. consumers in this ci 
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The use of natural zus in this city would 


thus be far from an unmixed blessing, so that 


if it be not brought here at all there will not | 


de so much to grumble at except the folly 
| which under cover of that natural gas pro- 
vision gives to a new corporation the right to 


tear up the imiproved streets for the purpose 
of supplying only artificial gas to the city and 
people. 

The citizens have no guarantee that the 
ordinance passed last Monday night will re- 
sult in anything else than a supply of artificial 
gas at about 25 per cent more than equally 
good qualities could have been obtained for 
had the matter been thrown open to competi- 
tion. It would not have been difficult to find 
responsible parties willing to undertake the 
supply of the city with good gas at 78 cents 
per 1,000 for illuminating purposes and a cor- 
responding reduction for fuel used from the 
price named jn that ordinance. 


THE ADMINISTRATIONS INDIAN POLICY. 

Commissioner Morgan has made an inter- 
esting report outlining the policy which the 
administration has adopted to accomplish the 
work of civilizing the various Indian tribes. 
Though this report brings out no specially 
novel points it is none the less a clear and im- 
portant statement of the work which devolves 
upon the government and its general tone is 
encouraging. The advauce which has been 
made indeed indicates the wisdom of the pol- 
icy and gives reason to hope that by patient 
and resolute adherence to its provisions the 
great work of Indian civilization will yet be 
accomplished. 

Commissioner Morgan frankly states the 
obstacles with which the ad ministration’s pol- 
icy is confronted—namely: the Indian’s ig- 
norance of the English language, his persist- 
ence in the use of his own, his natural super- 
stition, the effect of tradition and heredity, 
the wide separation of tribes and their racial 
artagonisms, the oppressive character of one- 
man agencies for each tribe, the violation of 
treaty stipulations, and the greed and dishon- 
esty of white speculators. In face of these, 
however, the administration has made steady 
progress. It has sought to improve the per- 
sonnel of the administration of their affairs 
by appointing more honest and competent 
agents to convert them into citizens-by the al- 
lotment of lands in severalty, to literally ful- 
fill agreements made with them, to concede 
to them not only the privileges of citizens but 
their responsibilities also, and lastly to edu- 
cate their children. 

The last-named feature of the administra- 
tion’s policy is the most important of them 
all, and it is gratifying to know in this con- 
nection that the schools have been enlarged 
and improved and that the scheme of educa. 
tion has been more thoroughly systematized. 
Already 17,000 Indian children are enrolled on 
the lists, and soon there will be accommoda- 
tions for 3,000 more. The various training 
schools have been particularly successful, and 
the pupils have shown remarkable proficiency 


in acquiring the English language, methods, 


and habits. Itis on these lines, indeed, that 
the hope of Indian civilization mainly reste 
Little can be done with the adult Indians ex- 
cept to keep theth peaceful and quiet by break- 
ing up tribal relations, establishing them in 
homes of their own and giving them valid 
titles to them, and, as far as possible, compel- 
ling them to work and earn their subsistence. 
When the children, however, are gathered into 
schools, taught to read, write, and speak the 
English language, the three R’s, and the sim- 
pler forms of manual industries, there will be 
hope, as the Commissioner says, that Ameri- 
can Indians will become Indian Americans 
and grow up peaceful and law-abiding citi- 
zens. To the accomplishment of this purpose 
Congress should give its encouragement and 
material aid. It is an absolute necessity that 
the Indian school system shall be extended 
and improved so that it will be able to educate 
the entire rising generation of Indians. In 
this way and in no other can the Indian prob- 
lem be solved. Commissioner Morgan fully 
realizes this, and he emphasizes its impor- 
tance in his report when he says: 

Our methods of labor and our ideas of industry 
must be instilled into the minds of the rising 
generation, and they must be trained to such 
habits as will bring them into sympathetic rela- 
tionship with us if they are to constitute a part 
of us. The Indian bey and girl must be made 
conscious of their own defects, and there must be 
awakened in their minds aneager longing after 
that which comes only with thrift, industry, edu- 
cation, and morality before they can be expected 
to make any effort whatever to change from their 
present low stage of living. 

The solution of the Indian problem will be 
reduced to a certainty by treating it from the 
educational side and by makmg ample and 
generous provision for the extension of the 
system under governmental supervision. The 
church schools are well enough as far as they 
go, but what is needed is the increase of un- 
sectarian government schools. When the 
young Indians get educated and civilized they 
can choose their own ereeds and dogmas, and 
they will be in a better condition to make the 
choice than they are now. Hducate them first. 
D the them afterwards. 


THE SUBWAY TO CONNECT LINCOLN AND 
THE SOUTH PARKS. 

The message sent to the Council by Mayor 
Washburne Monday night concerning the con- 
nection in the heart of the city of the three 
boulevard and park systems of Chicago was 
an exceedingly clear and forcible statement 
of a matter of great importance which should 
receive the attention of the Aldermen before 
they adjourn for their summer vacation. At 
present they have nothing pressing on hand. 
When they return to duty in the fall there will 
be an accumulation of business which will 
claim their time. 

The Mayor recommends such an improve- 
ment of Jackson street, between Michigan 
avenue and Halsted, as will make it possible 
for light vehicles to pass from the South to the 
West Side parks, through the business center, 
without making the wide detour now neces- 
sary. Regarding the connection of the North 
and South Side systems he says: 

A viaduct spanning the river at such height as 
to allow masted vesséls to pass under would in- 
volve enormous cost, the approaches would have 
to begin long distances south and north of the 
river and require steep grades for a great portion 
of the structure. The plan of a subway has been 
examined with care and would seem to be the 
best solution of the problem. A wide roadway, 
with easy grades, well lighted and ventilated, 
and constructed in sucha manner as would by 
reason of tasteful appearance invite rather than 
repel use, can be provided by special assessment 
at a cost reasonable in view of the pressing need 
for a connecting roadway, andthe cost can be 
spread over a period of at least five years, thus 
minimizing the burden. 


The Mayor’s views are sound. The subway 
plan—something like Mrs. May’s—is undoubt- 
edly the best and cheapest. A bridge would 
have to be over 100 feet high—perhape 120. 
For it is a question whether the General Gov- 
ernment would allow a bridge to be con- 
structed east of Rush street which interfered 
with navigation. With a grade of one foot in 
twenty-six the approaches would have to be 
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La Salle street tunnel, the approaches would 
ve 1,600 feet long, or nearly a third of a mile. 
That grade would be so steep that many peo- 
ple would not care to use it. They would 


regular bridges. 
In cold, snowy, or windy weather no one 
would want to travel over this aerial, blizzard- 
Swept structure. The trip would be a most 
exceedingly uncomfortable one and nervous 
persons would be filled with fears of accidents. 
The expense of the bridge and approaches 
would be excessive. The high bridge at New 
York, connecting Brooklyn, cost nearly six- 
teen millions. There had to be long ap- 
proaches there, although the street on the New 
Tork side is forty or fifty feet above the river 
surface. On the Brooklyn side the approach 
is perhaps a mile or more. The result is that 
the bridge and approach are more than two 


miles long. Of course a bridge east of Rush 


street, even with approaches a mile long, 


would not begm to cost what the Brooklyn 


one did, because the latter was longer and con- 
structed with great solidity, and the land dam- 
ages were heavy. Yet the cost of the Chicago 
structure, propped up on long iron atilts, 
would be so great as to make its erection im- 
possible, and even if it were built only a few 
would use it. 

Mrs. May’s subway plan, which the Mayor 
favors, avoids all these difficulties. The ex- 
pense will not be very great. The money can 
be raised with ease by special assessment 
spread over five annual payments. The road- 
way under the river will be used even more in 
winter than in summer, but will be in con- 
stant use at all seasons. It will be one of those 
public works which wiil pay for itself in bene- 
fits to the people in a very short time. As it 
is agreed on all hands that there ought to be 
some way of getting from the North to the 
South Division and back again with light ve- 
hicles, and as Mrs. May has offered tae only 
‘practicable project, why cannot the Council 
take preliminary action next week, so that the 
work may be done by the time the World's 
Fair opens? ‘The tunnel she proposes will be 
so wide and well lighted and ventilated and 
the grades will be so easy that people will far 
prefer it to any viaduct and bridge liable at 
any moment to be opened to let vessels pass, 
and then have to make their way among a 
long procession of hacks, trucks, horse-cars, 
coak wagons, and ali kinds of vehicles, all 
crowding forward before the bridge is again 


thrown open to vessels.

The failure of the firm is attributed to two 
causes, the sensational story of the bribery of 
freight weighmasters, followed by the indict- 
ment of S. B. Howell, and which seriously af- 
fected the firm’s credit, and the business man- 
agement of George W. Howell, the youngest 
brother of Spooner P. Howell, who had entire 
charge of the Western business of the firm. 
His connection with the Jefferson Lum- 
ber company of Jefferson, Tex., which 
failed some time sinve, crippled S. R. Howell 
financially, although at the time it was sup- 
posed he could tide it over, notwithstanding 
the fact of his extensive backing of his 
brother. Poor business in Kansas and Ne- 
braska, where the firm had in the neighbor- 
hood of thirty branches, was an im- 
portant factor in the failure. 

Commercial agencies generally have rated 
Howell first-class. Last March R. G. Dun 
& Co. asked for a statement at 
which time the firm represented its 
assets as bemg $2,500,000, with habili- 
ties not — hoy nome Heavy creditors of 
the concern say that they believe the statement 
was true, and that it was a conservative report 
at the time. 

Statement by President Gage. 

President Gage of the First National Bank 
is inclined to believe. the lumberman will 
come out of his financial difficulty all right. 
In speaking of the failure yesterday he said: 
The firm owes the bank $200,000, every cent 
of which is amply secured. In fact, after 
our claim is fully satisfied there will 
be an available balance. When we took the 
mortgage we never expected to foreclose it, 
but have now done so in order to protect the 
bank. The steck in the Chicago yards is 
worth fully $500,000. The firm had an active 
account with the bank. Mr. Howell’s brother 
George is the cause of the present diffi- 
culty. His wild management cost Mr, 
Howell thousands of dollars, and when he 
was in trouble he always asked S. R. Howell 
to assist him, knowing the elder brother would 
help him out. Of course the charges about 
freight weights made some time ago hurt the 
firm’s credit somewhat. It is natural that 
people, especially competitors, should attem 
to hurt a man and call him a scoundrel if he 
falls, but so far as I know, and in 
his relahons with the bank, Mr. Howell 
has been honorable, upright, fair, and square. 
I have yet to learn of any misrepresentation 
so far as I am concerned. It is my belief that 
the firm will pay 100 cents on every dollar of 
its indebtedness and resume business as soon 
as the present embarrassment is arranged. 

Frank Walker of Walker & Judd, attorneys 
for Mr. Howell, said yesterday: I want to 
say that the story about Mr. Howell’s Board 
of Trade speculation is untrue. The trouble 
was owing to George Howell’s unfortunate 
management. Atchison house was the 
first to be affected. It was always a paying 
concern until George succeeded Mr. Jewett as 
manager.“

The Midiand Company Dragged Into Court 
by the Attorney-General. 

The Midland company was dragged into 
court yesterday on a quo warranto filed by 
Attorney-General Hunt on relation of Alfred 
C. Clark to show cause why its charter 
should not be declared forfeited and the 
company ousted of its franchise and adjudged 
dissolved. 

Many complaints have recently been made 
against the Midland company, which is an in- 
stitution operated in the interest of Daniel H. 


*Tolman and the Chicago Trust and Savings 


Bank. Numerous bills are now pending in 


| which the complainants claim to have been 


robbed by the joint concerns and this is the 
first move by the proper authorities to break 
them up. 

According to the petition the Midland com- 
pany was organized May 3, 1888, to secure in- 
formation and furnish statements concerning 
the responsibility of persons and corpora- 
tions, to conduct a merchandise business, and 
to contract in respect thereto. The charge is 
made that it has not carried out the objects of 
its incorporation, but on the contrary engages 
in the business of guaranteeing and becoming 
surety for the payment of promissory notes, 
bills, bonds, and other commercial paper for 
debts of various persons, rehi and 
corporations other than for Midland com- 


pany. 

In doing this line of business the company 
is said to exact usurious rates of interest. In- 
stances are related where the Midland com- 
* guaranteed the notes of H. Chadwick, 

M. George & Co., Alfred C. Clark, the 
Northwestern College of Dental Surgery, and 
on all these notes the parties were compelled 
to .I interest, 

. H. Tolman was asked for his version of 
the cases against him yesterday. He turned 
Tun Tmnurn reporter over to his attorney, J. 
G. Henderson, whose office is in Mr. Tolman’s 
rooms. Mr. Henderson said: Our company 
has full authority under its charter to guar- 
antee the payment of notes, although our 
charter does not say so in so many words. 
The charter was prepared for us by Chief 
Justice Fuller, and he pronounced it suitable 
to our wants. It was made for the express 
N of granting us the ht to 

o just the business we are doing. e are 
engaged in a legitimate business and we do 
not charge any interest whatsoever in our 
dealings. We simply guarantee the ent 
of notes. We charge 1 per cent a month for 
assuming the risk. This is not 
interest as we look at it; it is simply a return 
for the risk we take in securing the Ese of 
notes. We have paid thousands of dollars on 
notes when we never received a cent of the 
face value. 

Alfred C. Clark, the chief instrument in 
causing Attorney-General Hunt to drag us 
into court, isa person on whose notes we 
have paid $2,415 without receiving a cent on 
the paper. He deceived us atthe start by 
claiming to be worth $75,000. On -his repre- 
sentations we guaranteed the payments of his 
notes. We brought an action in the case to 
recover, and we consider that Mr. Clark has 
led the State to attack us asa revenge, We 
purpose to fight the matter to the end. 

Alfred C. Clark was found at his home, No, 
5737 Indiana avenue, last night. Mr. Clark 


said: 

It is absurd to say that I am trying to get 
revenge on the Midland company. The notes 
guaranteed by the Midland company for me 
were not of my makmg. They were notes 
payable to me, and the company simply agreed 
to see that the maker paid the sums, which he 
did not, thus making the company liable. 

“The proceedings are instituted wholly by 
the State, and there are dozens of other peo- 

le who have as much reason to complain. 

e grounds on which the action is brought 
are that the Midland company could not be 
granted a charter allowing it to guarantee the 
payment of notes in consideration of the pay- 
ment of exorbitant usury by the holder of the 


paper. 

“The Tolman concern is like a spider’s 
web. Tolman is the spider and woe to the fly 
geting into the web. To justify this state- 
ment I will tell what I know of the man’s pro- 
ceedings. Tolman org the Midland 
company in May, 1888. 

„He came to me, as he had gone to others, 
saying that stock in the concern was worth 
160. If I would buy he would refund the 
money if the investment did not satisfy me. 
He made a similar advance to Thomas Daki 
proprietor of the Farwell House on H 
street, and to others whom I could name. R. 
H. Cowdrey, I understand, ht stock at 
160 a few days after and found had been 
duped. He saw Tolman and sold the stock 
back to the man at ten cents on the dollar. 
He told me he thought he got off cheap. 

„Francis W. Corey of No. 55 Fifth avenue 
was another purchaser of stock who found 
himself ina similar predicament. After I 
had made several payments on my stock I be- 
gan to be anxious, but Mr. Tolman assured 
me that it would all come out right. I con- 
tinued to pay till only one $300 note remained 
due. A — days after this note fell due I 
went to Mr. Tolman and he told me the money 
I had paid in was ‘confiscated’ because I had 
failed to pay the last note as I agreed. That 
was all the satisfaction Icould get, except a 
bland smile from Mr. Tolman. 

“All this time I could not find that any 
meeting of the stockholders was ever held. 
The whole concern was Tolman. Tolman 
was Prestdent of the Midland company, he 
was the soul of the Chicago Trust — a 
and he was D. H. Tolman, the assurer of the 
payment of notes. 

“The work of these three concerns 
were peculiar, From the desk of Mr. Tol- 
man to the next desk was the office of the Mid- 
land company ; the next desk constituted the 
place of business of the Chi Trust com- 
pany; the next was labeled, ‘ D. H. Tolman.’ 

It is a well-known fact that no one has 
anything to do with the Midland till he is virt- 
ually on his last legs. How is it then that 
respectable people are lured into its business? 
It is in this way: 21 — Tolman and want 
a note made by Ric Roe, 3 to me, 
insured as to its payment by D. H. Tolman. 
Mr. Tolman says to me: 

„Nov, if you'll pet this indorsed by the 
Midland company I'll guarantee its payment.’ 
But I find 1 cannot get the Midland to in- 
dorse my paper unless 1am a stockholder in 
the company. If I am hard pushed I swallow 
the bait and am forced to meet my payments 
for stock in the concern, with unsatis- 
factory results as I experienced.

Roads 

The Freight Committee of the Central Traffic 
Association concluded its labors yasterday.

TO BUILD A HOTEL AND A TOWER. 


A Company Incorporated to Erect Them on 
Stony Island Avenue, 

The Park View Hotel and Tower company 
has in view the erection of a seven-story fire- 
proof hotel, surmounted by a steel tower 533 
feet in height on Stony Island avenue, oppo- 
site the World’s Fair grounds. 

E. W. Allen is the originator of the idea, 
and his plans were worked out and amplified 
by Architect Perley Hale, who is connected 
with the new company. The accompanying 
cut gives an idea of the general outlines of 
the proposed structure.

tower is to reach a height of 533 feet, divided 
into four sections, At each section there will 
be balconies, some of which are to be inclosed 
with glass, the remainder to be separated 
from the surrounding space only by iron rail. 

There will be a full service of elevators 
for sightseers, two sets running only to the 
first balconies, where there will be a restaurant 
and comfortable seats, according to the pres- 
ent plans. A charge will be made for going 
to the firat balconies, and an additional fee 
for going to the balconies above. 

All the details of the structure have not been 
decided upon, but the present plan is to sur- 
mount the tower with a huge globe of struc- 
tural steel, inclosed in glass, and with the 
countries of the world marked out on the sur- 
face.

PREPARATIONS MADE BY JAPAN, 


How an Organization Is to Be Perfected 
and the Officers Appointed. 

Ditector-General Davis received yesterday 
from the State Department a copy of an im- 
perial ordinance adopted by the Japanese 
Government.

Thesecre- 
taries are to be of Hanninrank. The council- 
ors ate to be chosen from men of learning and 
experienee. The chief of the — au- 
thorized to make all regulations connected 
with its work, and must be competent to issue 
instructions to the chief of the Hokkaido ad- 
ministration, the chief of the metropolitan 
police, and governors of cities and prefect- 
ures. is also authorized to engage foreign 


assistance. | 
The officials of the bureau are to serve with- 
out pay, but in ease of the business 
considerable allowances of 1,000 yen and 
ven per annum, at most, may be made to the 
superior officials and the councilors, respect- 
ively, within the limits of the appropriation.

VIEWING COLUMBUS’ BONES. 


Two Eminent Travelers Decide That the 
Remains in San Domingo Are Authentic. 
_ Wasutnotor, D. C., July 15.—[Special.]— 
Viewing the remains of the late Christopher 
Columbus is something of an official cere- 
mony in San Domingo. A newspaper pub. 
lished at San Domingo City which bears the 
modern name of the Telephone gives a stately 
account of the proceedings. In a recent issue 
it says: 
Twice in eight days has the sepulchral urn 
which holds the last remains of the discoverer 
n exposed—with official permission and in the 
22 of representatives of the executive of- 
ce, the Council, and the church—in order that 
they might be seen and examined by the distin- 
guished guests and other interested visitors.

NO ONE HAS MADE THE REQUEST, 


Rumor of Grand Jury Investigation of the 
Economic Gas Ordinance Denied. 

A report was current yesterday to the effest 
that a prominent public man called on State’s 
Attorney Longenecker to urge him to call a 
special grand jury tor the purpose of investi- 
gating the manner in which the passage of the 
Economic Fuel Gas ordinance through the 
Council was secured. The State’s Attor- 
ney, when questioned about the mat- 
ter, denied that any person had 
been to him about the ordinance.

INTERESTING TALK WITH STANTON’S 
PRIVATE SECRETARY, 


His Reasons for Believing That Lincoln 
Did Not Favor Johnson’s Nomination— 
Stanton’s Secret Telegraph Service—An 
Untold Bit of War History—What Maj. 
Albert E. H. Johnson of Washington 


Has to Say. 

Wasuineron, D. C., July 14.—Maj. Albert 
E. H. Johnson of Johnson & Johnson, patent 
attorney®, one of the most prominent firms in 
the profession here, held during the Civil War 
‘the delicate and responsible position of confi- 
dential clerk to Secretary Edwin M. Stanton. 
‘When asked last evening whether he could 
throw any new light upon the controversy over 
President Lincoln's attitude towards the re- 
nomination of Hannibal Hamlin for Vice- 
President in 1864 he answered: 

“To my mind the most significant contri- 
bution to the discussion of this question is the 
letter from Mr. Charles A. Tinker of New York, 
printed in the Sun of that city. You may re- 
call a single passage: ‘It happened that when 
the message announcing the nomination of 
Andrew Johnson for Vice-President was re- 
ceived Mr. Lincoln was in the office. He read 
it carefully and soliloquized aloud: ‘ Well, I 
thought possibly he might be the man. Per- 
haps he is the best man, but—, and rising 
from his chair, passed out.’ Now, it seems 
to me if ever there was a volume wrapped 
up in a simgle word—a_ volume of 
prophecy, a volume of history yet to be un- 
folded and yet to be written—it was in that 
word ‘but——’ as Mr. Lincoln uttered it. No- 
body can finish that sentence by-authority, for 


its author himself never finished it; yet, if we 


take what we know to have been his estimate 
of Mr. Johnson personally, and if we reflect 
that Mr. Lincoln had often shown, intertwined 
with his wonderful traits as a statesman and 
popular leader, something of the gift of a 
seer, we cannot help giving to the word, and 
to the abrupt pause which followed it, a world 
of meaning. 
„Mr. Lincoln had no doubt of Johnson’s 
loyalty ?”’ I asked. 
„Perhaps.“ 
“Mr. Lincoln believed that Johnson was a 
patriot; a lover of the Union; a brave man, 
of great force of character; a man 
who would, under more favorable conditions 
of early training and later circumstance, have 
made a brilliant mark in history, ‘but——!’ I 


tell you, that summing up of Johnson’s virtues 


in the hesitating phrase, ‘Perhaps he is the 
best man,’ followed by that precipitous clos- 
ing, but—, has always made me feel that 
Mr. Lincoln, by some special dispensation, 
had spread before his mental vision asin 
a flash the checkered panorama of the 
next four years; felt already 
a forebodi of his own departure and of 
what was destined to follow; of Johnson’s 
quarrel with the party which elected them 
both; of his reconstruction policy and the 
wreck it made of all his tormer pledges; of 
the occupation of the White House, as boon 
companions of the President, by a horde 
of men lately in rebellion against the govern- 
ment; ofthe undignified and demoralizing 
struggle between President and Congress; of 
the impeachment trial, with all its disgraceful 
incidentals; of the general amnesty which re- 
stored repentant and unrepentant foes of the 
Union alike tothe full privileges of citizen- 
ship, and impeded the work of reconstruction 
in the South. Do you wonder that he began 
his commentary with a ‘perhaps,’ and ended 
it with a *‘ but-——’?”’ 

Lou accept Mr. Tinker’s recollection of 
this incident as unquestionable?”’ 

“ Certainly, and for this very good reason: 
Mr. Tinker was a telegraph operator in the 
room adjoining the office occupied by Secre- 
tary Stanton and myself. he door had 

- scarcely closed upon the President on the oc- 
casion referred to when Mr. Tinker came in 
and told me the entire story, just as he has 
now told it in print. I remember it as if it 
were yesterday.” 

Not for Effect. 


* And you are quite sure Mr. Lincoln’s re- 


mark was not made merely for effect upon 
those who heard him?“ 
There is no reason in the world to suspect 
such athing. Knowing him as I did, seeii 
bim every day for years and often sever 
times in a day, coming into soclose contact 
with him that he was accustomed to call me 
familiarly by my first name, I could hardly be 
very far out in my estimate of that one trait 
in his character—the trait of candor—what- 
ever else I might have been deceived about. 
4 more open-hearted, undiplomatic, frank, 
outspoken, guileless man I never saw and 
never expect to see again. Yet to accept the 
version of the Hamlin affair which Col. Mc- 
Clure has given tothe world would be to 
stamp him as a double-face, a schemer, a pol- 
itician in the smallest sense of the term. 
Nothing was further from his nature, to begin 
with; and, without intending any disparage- 
ment of his brilliant gifts, I may add that he 
could not have engineered a secret campaign 
such as he is credited with, because he posi- 
tively hadn’t the capacity for it. Why, in- 
timate ashe and Mr. Stanton were, the full 
confidence was only on one side. Mr. Lincoln 
used to tell Mr. Stanton everything, because 
he knew the Secretary was shrewd, hard- 
headed, close-mouthed. Mr. Stanton, on the 
other hand, didn’t dare totell Mr. Lincoln 
even the telegraphic secrets which he wasn’t 
willing all the world should know, because 
Mr. Lincoln was too ready to speak of these 
matters to friends whom he might meet at the 
moment.“ 
“You refer to telegraphic secrets? Had 
Mr. Stanton access to any which did not um- 
mediately concern his own department?“ 


Stanton’s Theory. 


“My dear sir, Mr. Stanton’s theory was that 
sed tagger concerned his own department. It 
was he who was carrying on the war. It was 
he who would be held responsible for the se- 
cret machinations of the enemy in the rear as 
well as the unwarranted successes of the ene- 
my in front. Hence he established a system 
of military censorship which has never, for 
vastness of scope or completeness of detail, 
been equaled in any war before or since or in 
any other country under the sun. The 
whole telegraphic system of the United 

tes, with its infinite ramifications, 
centered in his office.

Relations of Lincoln and Stanton. 


“ Well, that is partly true and partly false. 
The bond between Mr, Lincoln and Mr. Stan- 
ton was a curious case of the mutual attrac- 
tion of opposites. No two men were ever 
more utterly and irreconcilably unlike; yet no 
two men ever did or could work better in har- 
ness. y supplemented each other’s nature, 
and they fully recognized the fact mat they 
were a necessity to each other. The secretive- 
ness which Lincoln wholly lacked Stanton 
had in a marked degree; the charity which 
Stanton could not feel coursed from every 
pure in Lincoln. Lincoln was for giving a 
wayward subordinate seventy times seven 
chances to repair his errors; Stanton was for 
either forcing him to obey or cutting off his 
head without more ado. Lincoln was as calm 
and un ed as the summer sea in moments 
of the gravest peril; Stanton would lash him- 
self into a fury over the same condition of 
things. Stanton would take hardships with a 

roan; Lincoln would find a funny story to 

t them. Stanton was all dignity ana stern- 
ness, Lincoln all simplicity and good nature. 
Yet no two men ever appreciated each other 
more thoroughly. Mr. Stanton would rave 
over Mr. Lincoln's easy-going ways, fully con- 
scious that every word he uttered might be 
conveyed to the President by some officious 
busybody who overheard it; Mr. Lincoln 
would let the tales pass over his head with a 
smile, and perhaps go across to the Secretary’s 
office within five minutes for another confi- 
dential chat.“

The War Secretary’s Grievances, 

‘* Yes—or, at least, he thought he had, which 
amounted to the same thing. It was a con- 
stant thorn in his side, as in that of so many 
others, that Mr. Lincoln should insist on stand- 
ing by Gen. McClellan as he did, in spite of 
McClellan’s persistent disregard of orders 


from Washington to engage Lee in battle. If 


Stanton had been President he would have 


made short work with McClellan, and he used 


to writhe under Mr. Lincoln’s way of doi 
things. I remember one occasion when 
think Mr. Lincoln pretty nearly broke the 
Seeretary’s heart. It was at the time of 
Pope’s bad disaster. McClellan was still 
nominally in command of the Army of the 
Potomac, r all his troops had been sent 
over to Pope. I am going to give you now, 
by the bye, a bit of history which I believe has 
never been written before. Lincoln had 
reached a point where even he could stand 
the pressure no longer; and he had actually 
igned a paper, written in his own hand, in 
Mr. Stanton’s room, to be published to the 
country, setting forth the reasons why Gen. 
McClellan should not again have a command; 
but the next morning, seized witha sudden 
inspiration, he changed front, and conveyed 
to Gen. Halleck his desire to have Gen. 
McClellan restored to duty instantly as 
commander of the Army of the Potomac. 
This was a crushing blow to Mr. Stanton. He 
was in the condition of a drooping leaf. He 
had little or nothing to say that whole day, 
but brooded over the President’s order all the 
time. Yet the uel proved that the Presi- 
dent was right. cClellan took command of 
the Army of the Potomac, which had then be- 
come a rabble and alarmed everybody; and 
the first fruit of his restoration was the battle 
of Antietam, which, though technically a 
draw. gave the Union cause a decided impetus 
and ad vantage. 
He Apprectated It. 

“Did Mr. Stanton himself appreciate the 
wisdom of this move finally?“ 

“©, yes, he recognized and admired the 
genius of foresight which the President dis- 
played on more than one occasion like this, 
when the prospects were blackest. He also 
realized and appreciated, I believe, Lincoln’s 
magnanimity towards himself. The two men 
gave each other the full measure of apprecia- 
tion, I can assure you. If such a feeling had 
not existed there would have been abundant 
occasions for a rupture. Mr. Stanton, though 
not a party to the cabal which proposed to 
thrust Mr. Lincoln aside at the end of his first 
term, was knowing toit; and it made him 
very angry.“ 

Did Mr. Lincoln appear to feel any special 
interest in the outcome of the convention?“ 

„Not much. If appearances counted for 
anything, his thoughts as well as his hands 
were kept entirely off the convention. I think 
he was perfectly convinced that he would be 
chosen to run again. Mr. Stanton showed a 
great deal keener interest in the whole busi 
ness than the President did. Not only did he 
take the precautions I mentioned a few min- 
utes ago, enabling him to read the secret tele- 
graphic history of the convention, but I re- 
member his instructing me to get the Balti- 
more newspapers for him every day while the 
sessions lasted. Mr. Lincoln neither sent nor 


received a dispatch, and seemed generally as, 


indifferent as if the affair were all some one’s 
else and not his own.“ 

Have you any reason to suppose that the 
idea of a Southern man for second place on 
the ticket had found favor in his eyes, even if 
he had not personally suggested it? 

„ Not the least. Why should it? Who was 
to be favorably affected by putting a South- 
ern man on the ticket? Not the North, cer- 
tainly; for the Unionists up there were per- 
fectly satisfied to have one of their own kind 
for a Vice-President. Not the South; for 
the only sort of man who would have 
been satisfactory there would have been 
a temporizer and a conciliator — one 
of the type which no Republican conven- 
tion at that day would have touched with 
a forty-foot pole. Not Europe; for both En- 
gland and France had by that time become 
convinced of the immensely superior power 
of the North; and so long as the South had 
refused, as a condition of diplomatic recogni- 
tion, to abolish slavery, they were perfectly 
willing to see the war pushed to a conclusion 
on strictly sectional lines. Who else was there 
io influence by this show of desectionalizing 
the dominant party or the -administra- 
tion? Nobody. And to accuse Mr. 
Lincoln, the- most fa „ philosophie 
statesman of his time, of proposing 
such a policy, is to throw discredit on his hon- 
esty as well as his intelhgence. Still, after all 
is said, I cling to my view that Mr. Tinker’s 
reminiscence is the most striking contribution 
to the literature of this controversy. And it 
would be, in my judgment, impossible to find 
anywhere a more convincing proof that Mr. 
Lincoln was neither the author nor the abettor 
of the Johnson nomination than that uncom- 


ONLY TEMPORARY WORK BE DONE, 


He Would Wait Until it Is Decided 
Whether the Harbor Falis Into the 
Hands of the IMinois Central—Probabil- 
ity That the Basin Will Never Be Used 
for the Purpose for Which It Was In- 
tended—Suggestion That the North Pier 
Be Abandoned to the City Officials. 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 15.—[Special.]— 
Improvement of Chicago Harbor is the 
title of the opening pages of the annual re- 
port of Capt. W. L. Marshall, in charge of the 
river and harbor improvements contiguous to 
the Lake City. Accompanymg Capt. Mar- 
shall’s report is a supplemental document 
prepared by his assistant concerning opera- 
tions in Chicago Harbor during the fiscal year 
which ended June 30, 1891. The text of Capt. 


Marshall's report, as received at the War De- 


partinent, is as follows: 


IMPROVEMENT Cu1caGo Harsor.—Present proj- 
* 8 1870, and modified in 1878, contem- 
plates: 

A—The formation of an outer harbor or basin 
by inclosing a portion of Lake Michigan just 
south of and adjoining the entrance to the river 
tor the purpose of increasing the harbor facili- 
ties of Chicago and to give relief to the over- 
crowded river. 

B— The construction of an exterior breakwater 
of crib work filled with stone outside the outer 
harbor and north of the entrance to Chicago 
River, in deep water, to shelter the entrance to 
Chicago River, which constitutes the Harbor of 
Chicago, and to the outer harbor from northerly 
storms, and to form a sheltered area harbor of 
refuge at the southern end of Lake Michigan, 

In addition to this project the entrance to 
Chicago River, which is protected by piers built 
by the United States, is to be maintained, both 
piers and channel. 

CONDITION OF THE Work June 30, 1891—OvuTER 
Bastn.—This basin lying south and east of the 
present moutb of Chicago River covers about 455 
acres in area. A dock and wharf line was estab- 
lished Aug. 3, 1871, about 1,300 feet east of the 
shore line and parallel to and about 2,000 feet west 
of the breakwater that limits the basin to the east- 
ward. This dock line extended from the mouth 
of the Chicago River, south pier, to a point oppo- 
site Van Buren street. Sept, 15, 1890, a board of 
engineers was constituted to consider the ques- 
tion of harbor lines, and in accordance with the 
recommendation of this board, approved by the 
Secretary of War, the existing harbor line was 
extended throughout the harbor southward to its 
southern limits. Between the dock line and 
breakwater an area of 270 acres: is in- 
cluded, which the original project contem- 
plated dred to sixteen feet in depth when 
deficient. The area between dock line and shore 
is reserved for slips and docks; 267,000 cubic 
yards of material are yet to be dredged from the 
outer basin beyond the dock line, but as the area 
already * is sufficient for present 
and the material is necessary for the construction 
of any docks and wharves in this basin no further 
dredging is desirable until such use 12 
parent. The piers inclosing this basin have n 
completed for years, now the only ex- 
penditure required is for maintenance. The pur- 

of this outer barbor have never been real- 
ized, due to the litigation attending the deter- 
mination of the question of riparian ownersbip 
and rights. No wharves and docks have been 
constructed except by the Illinois Central rail- 
road north of Randolph street, and the break- 
waters serve only the as of protecting this 
corporate property and affording to the people of 
Chicago a protected and safe basin for pleasure 
craft. Since the construction of the exterior 
breakwater it has no value as a harbor of refuge. 
This basin will probably never subserve its in- 
tended purpose, and all expenditure for main- 
taining the breakwaters and piers should re- 
duced to a minimum and be carefully considered. 


Only Temporary Work Needed.

Nr soon after the passage of the River and 

arbor act of Sept. 19, 1890, it was recommended 
to the Chief of Engineers that the superstructure 
of this pier from the lighthouse et the southern 
entrance around the return to the north entrance 
to the busin as well as to the north pier. 1,000 
feet in length, or in all including the north pier, 
5,243 feet in length, be rebuilt of timber crib-work 
filled with stone under the belief that by the end 
of the life of this construction all legal questions 
will have been disposed of and the future use of 
this basin and public works connected therewith 
will have been determined.

With the approval of the Chief of Engineers 
contract was entered into Jan. 5, 1591, with the 
Kimball & Cobb Stone company of Chicago, the 
lowest responsible bidders for the rebuilding of 
5,243 feet of superstructure, with pile protection 
and repairs of superstructure of easterly break- 
water outer basin and north pier entrance to Chi- 
7 River in accordance with the terms of their 
bid. Work under the contract was begun May 9, 
1891, on the easterly breakwater and very vigor- 
ously prosecuted N. the contractors, and by the 
close of the fiscal year June 30, 1891, they had 
placed and framed into the work 749,240 féet of 
pine timber and 70,573 pounds of wrought-iron 
drift bolts. In addition a portion of the dackine 
bas been placed, but not yet measured or estimat- 
ed; at the close of the year about 1,700 linear feet 


‘of the timber superstructure over the easterly 


breakwater have been completed except decking 
and stone filling. 

EXTERIOR BREAKWATER.—The work is situated 
one mile northeast of the mouth of the Chicago 
River, the entrance to which it covers from north- 
erly storms. It is 5,413 feet in length and is com- 
pleted. During the last fiscal year a portion of 
this breakwater has been decked over to protect 
the stone filling from washouts by storm by se- 
curing in place over the superstructure and stone 
filling 973,572 feet timber by means of 71.471 
pounds of wrought iron drift bolts, of which all 
the timber and 65,087 pounds drift bolts was ma- 
terial on hand. 


Open to the Fury of the Storms. 


Part of this breakwater had previously been 
decked over with three-inch plank, but the 

eater part of it had been open to the fury of 

ake Michigan storms. The three-inch decking 
was smashed in and the stone washed out by the 
waves. Now two-thirds of the breakwater is 
covered bya decking at least ten inches thick. 
which will much reduce the annual cost of main- 
tenance during the life of the superstructure.

MISCELLANEOUS WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Holders of 44% Bonds May Be Asked to 

. Send Them in Promptly. 

Wasn NO TON. D. C., July 15.— [Special.] Secre- 
tary Foster is thinking of issuing a circular to 
holders of 4% per cents, pointing out the ad- 
vantage to be gained by sending their holdings in 
for redemption promptly. Orders have already 
been received by the Controller of the Currency 
for printing an increased circulation for the 
banks to the amount of $4,000,000. One Philadel. 
phia bank today sentin a request for $1.000,000 
increase. These signs are taken to mean that the 
banks will get hold of the greater portion of the 
$51.000,000 of the 4%s and use it for circulation as 
was foreshadowed. But inconvenience is likely to 
be caused by the dumping in of the bonds in a 
lump. To prevent this the Secretary may an- 
nounce that the first issues of the 2 per cents will 
be the last to be redeemed. This will be a dis- 
tinct gain to holders, and if emphasized officially 
will be apt to bring the 4%s in promptly. The 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing is already sup- 
plying the Treasury Department with 2 per cents.

HOLDS ITS FIRST MEETING, 


What the Newly-Organized Body Is Ex- 
pected to Do—A Committee Appointed 
to Draft a Bill Embodying the Princi- 
ples of the Torrens System of Register- 
ing Land Titles — Chairman Edsall 
Thinks the Work te Be Accomplished 
Is Colossal, 


The Torrens Land Commission organized 
yesterday. It is composed of five Commis- 
sioners appointed by Gov, Fifer in accordance 
with a joint resolution passed by the last Gen- 
y. The Commissioners are J. 
K. Edsall, Willis G. Jackson, Theodore Shel- 
don of Chicago, George M. Prince of Gales- 
burg, and Frank H. Jones of Springfield. 
The object of their appointment is to investi- 
gate the feasibility of inaugurating a radical 
change in the method of transferring 
title to land in IIlinos from that 
now in vogue to that known as the 
Torrens or Australian system. Mr. Torrens 
is the father of the Australian system, which 
was also adopted and is now ‘n force in Brit- 
ish Columbia, Ontario, and elsewhere. The 
Torrens system, as it is generally known, dif- 
fers from the one in vogue in IIlinois. princi- 
pally in that it registers titles, while the 
American systenf registers deeds. Under the 
Torrens method titles found to be valid by 
the Board of Registry are so certified, and 
when the transfer of ownership of land so cer- 
tified takes place, a certificate of the change 
of title from seller to buyer is simply passed 
and registered, This avoids all the tracing of 
the title by abstractors back to the original 
proprietor, the government; the making of 
the expensive abstract of the same at 
the cost of the seller, and the employing 
of expensive lawyers by the buyer to give an 
opinion as to whether or not the abstract 
shows a good title. These expenses are inci- 
dent to every sale of real estate now taking 
place in Illinois, That briefly, then, is the 
object of the appointment of this commission. 
Its appointment was urged by the various 
Real-Estate Boards of the cities of the State, 
by real-estate dealers generally, and, of 
course, had the indorsement of home buyers 
and small traffickers in land. As a matter of 
course, the appointment was opposed by ab- 
stractmakers and abstract lawyers. 

The First Meeting Heid. 

The commission met in Mr. Sheldon’s office 
in the Borden Block, tt organized by elect- 
ing J. K. Edvall Chairman — Theodore Shel- 
don Secretary. After a general discussion 
Theodore Sheldon and Willis G. Jackson were 
appointed ag a committee to collate and pre- 
pare a draft of a bill embodying the principles 
of the Torrens system of registering land 
titles, with such modifications as would make 
it comformable to the IIlinois Constitution, 
and to present the same to the commission at 
its next neeting, which will be called by the 
Chairman. 

J. K. Edsall, the Chairman of the commis- 
sion, who, by the way, was for two ternis At- 
torney General of Illinow, said: This 
project is a colossal one; The Commission- 
ers are appointed without salary, with power 
to thoroughly investigate the matter in all its 
bearings and report to the Governor Nov. 1, 
1892. Four thousand copies of that report 
will be printed and distributed as is the Gov- 
ernor’s message. The joint resolution allows 
the payment of expenses of these investiga- 
tions by the State. That's our authority.“ 

„What do you expect to do!“ 

„We hope to be able to submit a bill for the 
adoption of the Torrens system in Illinois and 
to engraft on it provisions for a short period 
of limitation, after the expiration of which the 
titles so registered would be 8 
fect. My own idea ig to make that period of 
limitation five years. As a matter of fact 

titla to nine-tenths of the 
in our State is perfect. If this 
system be introduced, all that class of titles 
would be examined thoroughly once, Then 
they would be registered as valid, but five 
years would be allowed on each of them for 
contestants to begin suits to show their inva- 
lidity. After the expiration of that term of 
limitation the registry would be a bar to fur- 
ther proceedings in that direction. Those 
properties to which titles are not now valid 
could be examined and the ownership located ; 
then the limitation period would follow. 

The Torrens system, as in vogue in Brit- 
ish Columbia, will always differ from ours 
because of difference in the Cons itutions of 
the governments. The British Parliament 
can validate the title to any pieceof land. Our 
supreme legislative body cannot do that. It 
must be decided by the courts. Still under 
our Constitution the title could be fixed 
at the end of the period of limitation 80 
as at least to throw the burden of proof on 
the outside claimant. It’s a broad question, 
full of snags, but I have no doubt the system, 
with variations, can be adopted, so as to be 
constitutional and at the same time simplify 
and render less expensive and more safe the 
transfer of real estate. 

An Instance in Point. 

„Here's an instance: Under the Torrens 
system all original deeds must be kept by the 
Registrar, while in our State they are merely 
copied on the Circuit Clerk or Recorder's 
books, and the document is kept or lost by 
the parties. There are men in the Jolict Peni- 
tentiaty now and many more who should be 
there who make a living by forging deeds to 
real estate. Underour system it is almost 
impossible to convict them, because the deed, 
clear on its face and properly acknowledged, 
goes back to the possession of the parties, and 
is often lost or stolen and all evidence of the 
forgery is missing. 33 

“We do not expecta bill substituting the 
Torrens for the present system would pass the 
Legislature for tw. or three terms. The 
wealthy obstructors and others would fight it, 
and for the last few years many Illinois Leg- 
islatures have been notoriously purchasable. 
But if we can present a good bill, so simplified 
that the common people will understand and 
appreciate it, they will finally compel their 
representatives to allow it to become a law. 
In the practical operations of this change 
many difficulties will arise. It will 
require a new department to the 
Reeorder’s Office in large cities, and to the 
Circuit Clerk’s office in swaller county seats. 
Several men would be necessary in Chicago 
to examine and pass on the titles; fewer ones 
in smaller towns. They must be careful, 
plodding men, of good judgment. Fights 
will arise as to the manner of their selection. 
Should they be appointed by the Governor, it 
will place a tremendous patronage in the 
hands of the party in power. Should they be 
elected by the people, incompetent or dis- 
honest men may secure places. It’s a tre- 
mendous undertaking, but in my judgment as 
soon as it is fairly explained to the people they 
will indorse it and compel its adoption. The 
people are generally right.

The local money market holds about steady, 
with no material change in rates. The country 
demand for money is so far rather disappointing, 
and while it is yet too early to forecast the vol- 
ume of the Western drain, bankers are unanimous 
in the opinion that the West is now better sup- 
plied with funds than it has been at this season 
in several years. In support of this view the cashier 
of one of the largest Chicago banks eaid yester- 
day that during the latter part of 1890 and the 
early part of 1591 country banks drew down 
their balances the Eastern banks to 
the lowest ible noteh. This action 
transferred millions of dollars from the 
banks in Chicago and other financial centers 
to the West, and very little of this money had 
ever returned to the institutions which formerly 
held it. The result would be, in his opinion, that 
the first demand for money to move crops would 
be supplied by the Western banks with the large 
funds which they had alreadyonhand. That this 
is actually the case seems to be evidenced by the 
rather tardy demand from the West for cur- 
reucy. 

The sterling exchange market was yesterday 
weak and fractionally lower, with freer offerings 
of commercial bills. Money in London was easy, 
notwithstanding that the Bank of England lost 
on balance £994,000, the gold going to Russia in 
liquidation of the latter’s credit at the Bank of 
England. There was no talk of any further with- 
drawals of gold from this country, and most bank- 
ers were inclined to think that this movement was 
over.

The National Linseed Oil company yesterday 
reduced its dividend rate to a 2 per cent basis. 
The stock of the company has of late been selling 
very low for a 4 . cent security, which has here- 
tofore been the dividend rate, and there has been 
some talk that its business was rather poor, but 
the street had not even discussed the possibility 
of a reduction in the dividend. The stock sold a 
few or ago at 33, and yesterday 314% was bid, 
with offers at 33. The directors were in session 
all yesterday. and the decision to make the next 
dividend me er share was not arrived at until a 
late hour. e dividend is payable Aug. 1. Sec- 
retary McC alleagh discussing the situation, said 
the dividend was reduced because the company 
had not earned enough to justify continuing divi- 
dends at the old rate. Dividends, he said, were 
always declared out of the previous year’s earn- 
ings, and 1590 was a hard year for the linseed oil 
business. The statement for the current fiscal 
year had not yet been made up, and he could not 
give any figures to show what the company was 
now doing, 

Col. Conley of Schwartz. Dupee & McCormick, 
discussing the position of C hicago towards the 
stock market, says: There is no doubt that the 
West is bullish on stocks, but the dullness of the 
market discourages speculation. Every day 
strangers come into our office with money pre- 
pared to buy stocks, but they hesitate about 
doing 80 cause of the lack of volume, or of 
tendency, in the market. The result is they defer 
making any ventures, and no business is done. 
Not only is this the sentiment of outside oper- 
F ators, but the old-time. heavy weight 8 i- 

cago speculators take the same view and 
are acting in the same manner. All of them 
seem to bullish on the situation and 
are prepared, they say, to buy stocks heavi- 
ly as soon as the market develops any activity. 
They would prefer, they claim, to wait and take 
chances of getting in at higher prices rather than 
to get becalmed in a dull market. Chicago 
houses. too, are not loaded with stocks, as is often 
the case when sentiment in the West is running 
bullish. The books of the stock houses which do 
the most business will show only very moderate 
lines of stock now being carried for speculative 
account. It is the opinion, therefore, of the best 
. informed people here that all that is needed to 
bring heavy buying orders from Chicago and the 
West generally is activity, an advancing market, 
and a fair volume of business. With tnese condi- 
tions in existence I believe that in a very short 
time Chicago would be doing a larger business in 
stocks than it has done at any time in the last
